Traveling salesmen from San alKi encourage its use at social and 
Francisco, Chicago and other cities I UM1Yiviul gatherings, 
visited every village and displayed 
hundreds or samples, allot imported 
cloth and ouly farm hands and sheep 
herders dressed in homespun. This 
order of things is changed now. 
Clothes of American manufacture have 
taken the place of imported cassimeres, 
tweeds end broadcloths, A New York 
manufacturing firm accounts for the 
change in this way: 


"The tariff changes have acted as an in- 


centive to domestic manufacturers und 
the marked improvement in home made 
goods has caused more cloth of Amer- 
ican manufacture to be worn than for- 
merly. Wo are not using as much 
foreign cloth as heretofore because 
Americana are making better woolens 
than they made last year, and are aUio 
making some kinds that they did not 
make before. Foreigners cannot land 
goods here cheaply enough to compete 
with the domestic goods now made."

And during the whole of 


hat period nearly all the silver that 
was coined was from imported bullion. 
From 1862 to 1873 this country was on 
a greenback basis and outside of the 
Pacific Coast there waa neither gold 
nor silver in circulation. These sta- 
tistics are taken from the Statistical 
Abstract of the United States, and 
Irom the Tiibune and World?s Almanac. 
These ought to be considered good au- 
;honties by the International bimetal- 
lists, and ought to convince them that 
che conditions were very unfavorable 
[or a large coinage of silver at that time. 


This Nevada bimetallist makes a 


slight mistake when he states that the 
amount of money in circulation now is 
nearly three times as large as it was in 
1861. If he will take the afore-men- 
tioned authorities as correct he will 
see that the amount of money m cir- 
culation in the U. S. on July 1, 1861 
was $13 98 per capita while on July 1, 
1893, it was $23 80. The amount now is 
even less than it was in 1893. These 
circulating statistics by the Treasury 
Department are not considered good 
authority except by the International 
bimetalliata; and by the leaders of the 
bimetallists, only for campaign pur- 
poses. These crafty bimetallists, who 
live east of the Missouri river, know 
that there is not five dollars per capita 
in circulation among the people. And 
even this limited amount can be re- 
urned at the pleasure of the bond- 
jolders.
